attentively ; finally called me. I drew nigh 
him, and having  feated myielf om his bed, 
litened to him. I-am a ftranger, faid he, 
however, can you not believe the word of 
an American foldier? The term of my en- 
gagement is almoit expired ; I have an ex- 
treme defire to return to my family, becaufe 
{ have heard that my brother isdead.-=I have 
fourid a man to take my place in the regi- 
ment: My father pofleflesaconfiderable efiate 
in Virginia; What would you think of me, 
fhould I requeft of you a hundred dollars? 
With that money I can pay the fum which f 
have agteed topay, go frem this hofpital, 
and again joi my relations, Tf have the 
createft defire to quit this ftate before the fall 
of fnow, which is very nigh: We have no 
polts, confequently there remain for me no 
means of informing my relations of my un- 
happy fisuation. Struck by the bold, but 
honeft requeft, i examined the traits of his 
countenance very atténtiveiy ; I coniulted 
the fecret impreffion which his phyfiognomy 
produced upon me: I thought that I faw the 
character of hovefty, and granted him the 
fum which he had requefted of me,.----~The 
furprite which my facility occafioned, cut 
fhort his words for a moments But he foon 
fhed tears, which relieved him extremely ; 
they were thofe of the moft lively pratitude : 
He bathed my hands with them, and thanked 
mein the moft energetic manner, 

Some days after, he came to fee me, in- 
forined me more particularly of the itate of 
his family, and renewed his proteftations of 
payment the firft day of February following. 
———I had no uneatinefs, and had he never 
returned the fun which 1 had Jent him, I 
fhould not have loft it ; for I enjoyed an ex- 
quifite pleafure in the act which I had done, 
and ftill enjoy it, whenever it occurs to my 
mind: Methinks I {till fee all the geftures 
of the young man, all the traits of his coun- 
tenance, exprefling the return of hope and 
happinefs ; methinks’ I {till hear the cry of 
his gratitude, rifing towards his benefactor and 
towards Heaven. ; 

Five weeks after his departure, I received 
aletter from his father, his mother, and his 
uncle, a copy of which I fend you (for I

«* | HAD two fons, one had already pe- 
rifhed in thefe boifterous times, but he died 
defending his Country ; the other was alfo 
about to difappear, and you have faved his 
life by giving him the means, by which he 
might come and rejoin his relations: Already 
afflicted by the death of the former, 1 became 
more and more unhappy through fear that | 
fhould never again fee the latter. But for 
you, perhaps this day we might have been 
childlefs. But tell us, what was the motive 
which determined you te that generous ac- 
tion  tachoefe our fon from among fo many 
others who equally merited your attention ? 
Bleffed be the invifible hand which conduéted 
you fecretly towards his bed, and made you 
liften attentively to his propofal. He has 
informed us that the day was the 14th of 
Oober ; let it be hereafter an epoch of an- 
nual joy in my family :—I confecrate it, that 
it may be diftinguifhed from others by the 
moft fervent thanks from the Supreme Being, 
by a fufpenfion of labour, and by innocent 
My fervants fhall partake with 
us the joy infpired by the {weet recolleétion: 
Sulfer them to thare in the general gratitude ; 
do not defpife the part which they may take, 
for they are men, and & have always treated 
them asfuch. You hav? procured for our 
fon health, liberty, andthe pleafure of again 
viliting his relations; what benefits! Happily 
the young man has many friends and relations, 
had he not, the weight of his gratitude would 
be too much for him to bear. He has told 
me that you never have beena father; you 
cannot then conceive the joy, nor the pater- 
nal fenfations which tranfport my heart ; wife 
Nature has hidden as a treafure from thofe to 
whom fhe has not given children. 

‘‘ Weare unacquainted with each other, 
it istruc, but virtuous men are united by 
the bonds of intellectual confanguinity, Here- 
after confider me as your friend ; 1 will neg- 
lect nothing to merit that name ; by the law 
of Nature, I am the father of that fon whom 
you have relieved ; youare the adopted father 
whoin Nature hath given him in the critical 
moment when he was abandoned and in want ; 
we are then brothers: Heaven grant this 
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new union may laft forever !—Come and join 
us, come and partake with us the pofleflion 
and enjoyment of all we have: You are al- 
ready incorgorated into our family : Come 
and take poffeflion of that chair which awaits 
you at our table. My wife !~But who can 
exprefs the chagrin, the affliction, the joy, 
the furprife, the love and all the different 
movements of her maternal fenfibility! Ic 
was only by the moft vehement, wringing of 
her hands, by hertears, and her fighs, that 
you could conceive of the whole extent of 
her gratitude: Not enly our whole family, 
but all our neighbourdood, to whom yeur 
name has already become dear, will receive 
you as you deferve, and will convince you that 
there are ftill fouls which have not lott among 
the cruelties of this war, thofe fentiments 
which diftinguifh virtuous men. 

‘*To convince you that this letter is tot 
formed of vague words, infpired by the fud- 
den joy of fentiments which will foon evapo- 
rate, and be forgotten ; to convince you that 
the impreflions made upon our hearts by your 
generofity, fhall be as durable as the fervice 
which you have rendered us ; the bearer of 
this letter, who is my brother’s fon, will 
deliver you an authentic and legal contraét of 
oné half of the plantations or ——, accom- 
panied by a negro which I give you, a fecond 
coming from my fon, a third from my wife’s 
mother, and a fervant from each of my bro- 
thers. This contract, as well as the bill of 
fale, which you will fee by the endorfement, 
are figned, fealed and recorded according to 
law. ‘This new property is irrivokably yours. 
Happy if our foil, our government, and our 
climate can perfuade you to refide among 
us !—Join this fmall prefent to your fortune ; 
come and dwell in Virginia, where your ta- 
lents; your merit, and your humanity are al. 
ready known, and will procure you all the 
advatages which the efteem of a grateful {a- 
mily, andan enlightened neighbourheod can 
produce. May the meflenger which I fend 
find you fafe and found, and bring you to 
our arms,

cords of love and efteem. 

In taking leave of this peaceable, happy foci- 
ety, [beg they would believe me truly grateful 
for their many pledges of affection ; and fully 
fenfible of the advantages L have enjoyed, in 
having my’youth formed by fuch examples of do- 
meftic economy—purity of morals, and reverence

On the 26th of July inf. as Nathaniel Smith, 
of the Plantation of Littlefal!s, in the county of 
York, was niowing in his field, Capt. John Poak, 
his father in-law, flepped before the feythe with a 
hoe, to prevent his mowing. ‘The land where Mr. 
Smith was mowing, was a piece that he bought of 
Capt. Poak laft winter; and Capt. Poak claimed 
the crop, faying, he would rede it. There 
was fome bargain about a redemption, which be- 
ing up the firit day of June laft, Smith claimed 
the crop.—-As Smith was mowing the grafs, Poak 
kept ftriking at the feythe with his hoe, and as 
they both ftruck right handed, being face to face, 
the fcythe and the hoe after two or three ftrokes, 
meteach other, which canted up the fcythe, and 
the point of it entered the left breaftof Capt. Poak, 
aod he fell down and died immediately. Two 
perfons were prefent, by whom it appeared that 
Smith had no defign to hurt Capt. Poak, that he 
never gave an uncivil word, other than he muft 
have lis grafs and that Capt. Poak’s defign was 
to dull his fythe fe that he thouid not mow. The 
two witnefles went with Smith, who delivered hiimn- 
felf to Juice Chadbourn, A Coroner wascalled, 
and the jurors of inqueft were unanimoutly of opin- 
ion that ic was an accidtnial death.

—flain by her only fon!

On Thurfday laft, during a fhower of rain, 
Capt Kalteifein’s houfeat Fort Johnfon, was ftruck 
by lightning, which did confiderable damage to 
the houfe. Capt. Kalteifein was fitting near the 
door, and received fuch a fevere ftroke as to de- 
prive him of his fenfes for fome time, durin 
which his colour was changed perfeQly black; 
upon his recovery he complained of being in the 
moft excruciating torments, and was unable to 
ftand.

Poffibly, after all, our infignificance will conftitute 
our beft defence, as Spain will hardly deem us an 
obje, while Jamaica belongs to the crown of 
Great-Britain.’’
